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The  author  realized  the  ambition  of  being  able  to  trace 
his  ancestry  to  someone  who  was  one  of  the  Pilgrims, 
as  a  result  of  finding  a  note  in  an  old  Bible  naming  his 
great-great-grandmother,  Patty  Delano.  This  information 
had  been  sought  for  many  years,  since  the  only  record 
of  her  was  on  a  tombstone  at  New  Haven,  N.  Y.  which 
reads,  "Patty,  wife  of  Abiathar  Millard,  died  May  22, 
1833,  age  49  years  ’.  This  booklet  gives  the  line  of  de¬ 
scent  from  Richard  Warren  of  the  Mayflower  to  the 
author  and  to  his  daughter,  Ada  Ball  Cass.  Those  inter¬ 
ested  in  information  on  connecting  lines  may  find  it  in 
"The  Compendium  of  American  Genealogy",  Vols.

To  be  a  descendant  of  any  person  who  came  on  the 
Mayflower  is  a  destinction,  and  to  be  able  to  trace  ones 
family  to  Richard  Warren  is  of  particular  satisfaction. 
He  was  a  descendant  of  many  illustrous  personages  in 
England  and  on  the  Continent.  When  the  Mayflower 
anchored  off  Cape  Cod,  near  the  present  city  of  Prov- 
incetown,  Richard  and  nine  others  were  sent  out,  in  a 
shallop,  to  explore  the  harbor  and  locate  a  suitable  place 
for  a  settlement.  He  was  the  twelfth  signer  of  The  May¬ 
flower  Compact,  and  was  mentioned  in  Bradford’s  man¬ 
uscript  folio  by  the  honorable  prefix  of  "Mr.”,  and  he 
was  spoken  of  by  his  contemporaries  as  "grave  Richard 
Warren,  a  man  of  integrity,  justice  and  uprightness,  of 
piety  and  serious  religion;  and  a  useful  instrument  dur¬ 
ing  the  short  time  he  lived,  bearing  a  deep  share  in  the 
difficulties  and  troubles  of  the  plantation”.  After  his 
death,  his  widow  was  singled  out  for  special  honor  by 
being  called  "Mistress”  Elizabeth  Warren.

THIRD  GENERATION

SIXTH  GENERATION 

48.  PHILIP  DELANO  was  born  January  14,  1761, 
at  Coventry,  Connecticut,  and  married  Esther,  daughter 
of  Captain  Nathaniel  and  Esther  (Carver)  Boardman  a- 
bout  1783.  Philip  and  his  father-in-law,  Nathaniel,  were 
both  soldiers  during  the  American  Revolution.  He  ap¬ 
pears  to  have  drifted  from  his  family  in  Hartford,  Ver¬ 
mont,  and  appears  to  have  lived  in  Saratoga  County,  N. 
Y.  before  going  to  New  Haven,  Oswego  County,  N.  Y. 
Tradition  claims  that  he  was  Ciptain  of '  Silver  Grays  of 
Siratoga  County  in  the  War  of  1812."  Tnis  is  problem¬ 
atical,  since  Oswego  County  records  tell  of  his  arrival 
there  in  1810  as  one  of  the  earliest  settlers  in  the  Town 
of  New  Haven.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  he  came  to 
that  town  in  1810  and  went  back  to  Saratoga  County 
during  the  war  to  come  back  when  it  was  over  as  a  per¬ 
manent  resident.  The  date  of  his  death  has  not  been  de¬ 
termined.  A  tombstone  is  still  standing  in  the  old  part 
of  the  New  Haven  Village  Cemetery  which  bears  the 
name  of  Philip  Delano.  Unfortunately,  the  name  is  all 
that  can  be  deciphered,  since  the  inscription  has  been 
obliterated  by  erosion.  The  marker  for  Esther,  wife  of 
Philip,  has  disappeared.  However,  on  the  same  lot, 
number  26,  there  is  a  marker  bearing  the  name,  Roxana 
Sargent.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Philip  who  had  married 
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John  Sargent  as  her  second  husband.  The  fact  that  her 
marker  is  on  the  same  lot  with  Philip  is  evidence  to 
prove  that  this  is  the  burial  place  of  Philip  Delano,  the 
soldier  who  served  in  the  American  Revolution  under 
Major  Whitcomb  in  Timothy  Bush’s  Company  of  Ver¬ 
mont  troops  as  recorded  on  pages  145  and  258  in  "The 
Vermont  Revolutionary  Rolls  ”,  by  Goodrich.

SEVENTH  GENERATION 

54.  PATTY  DELANO  was  born  on  March  3,  1784, 
possibly  at  Hartford,  Vermont.  On  March  22,  1800,  she 
married  Abiathar  Millard,  probably  in  Saratoga  County, 
N.  Y.  She  may  not  have  been  his  first  wife,  since  she 
was  many  years  younger  than  he.  Early  in  the  ninteenth 
century,  they  went  to  the  Town  of  New  Haven,  Oswego 
County,  N.  Y.  Just  when  they  arrived  is  not  known. 
However,  Carmi,  son  of  Abiathar,  purchased  land  in 
1825  and  1830,  and  Abiathar  leased  part  of  it  from  him 
in  1827.  On  May  22,  1833,  Patty  died  and  was  buried 
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in  the  New  Haven  Village  Cemetery,  where  her  tomb¬ 
stone  still  stands.  Abiathar  died  between  1855  and  I860.

EIGHTH  GENERATION 

64.  CARMI  MILLARD  was  born  on  December  12, 
1800,  probably  in  Saratoga  County,  N.  Y.  While  a  very 
young  man,  he  went  to  Oswego  County.  Family  tradi¬ 
tion  tells  of  his  arrival  there  when  he  was  five  years 
old.  This  is  rather  questionable,  since  there  were  very 
few  settlers  in  that  part  of  Oswego  County  as  early  as 
1805.  However,  he  may  have  come  around  1810,  when 
Philip  Delano,  his  grandfather,  arrived.  He  married 
Experience,  a  daughter  of  Richard  and  Experience  (Sev¬ 
erance)  Eason  on  May  1,  1826.  She  was  a  descendant 
of  John  Severance  who  came  from  England  to  Ipswich, 
Mass,  in  1634.  She  was  among  the  first  teachers  in  1826 
at  Rensselaer  Oswego  Academy,  later  Mexico  Military 
Academy,  at  Mexico,  N.  Y.  Her  death  occurred  June 
15,  1877.  Carmi  became  a  prosperous  farmer  and  was 
an  active  member  of  the  Baptist  Church  at  Mexico.  He 
lived  to  be  nearly  one  hundred  years  old,  dying  on  Jan¬ 
uary  2,  1899  at  the  homestead  on  "Mullen  Hill",  where 
he  had  lived  since  1830.  Both  Carmi  and  Experience 
were  buried  in  the  family  plot  in  the  Mexico  Village 
Cemetery.
